In submitting to you our annual report we are pleased 
to say that a deeper interest is being manifested by the 
parents. Public schools require, for their existence, 
the community acting together to support and advance.

This is even so in the management of all business 
affairs; therefore the character, conduct and ad- 
vancement of our schools is determined in a great 
measure by the agents of the people by whom they are 
governed.

The primary charts now placed in each school-room 
for the benefit’ of the smaller or less advanced scholars, 
which have been so highly recommended by the super- 
intendent of public instruction, thereby doing away, in 
part, with the primary books for use of beginners, which 
are in most cases doomed to destruction, we hope are 
not being too sadly neglected.
